NOTIFICATION BY THE SPICES & OILSEEDS 
EXCHANGE LTD., SANGLI. 

The approval of the Secretary, Forward Markets Com- 
mission under Sub-section (1) of Section II of the For- 
ward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 (74 of 1952), 
read with Notification No. S.O. 1162, dated the 4th May, 
I960, has been obtained to the following amendments 
being made to the Bye-laws of the Spices and Oilseeds 
Exchange Ltd,, Sangli, the same having been previously 
placed on the Notice Board of the Exchange pursuant to 
Section 1 1 of the said Act and Rule 1 1 of the Forward 
Contracts (Regulation) Rules, 1954. 

AMENDMENTS 

I. In Bye-law 86, the following words shall be added 
at the end, namely : — - 

“Whenever outward payment of differences is post- 
poned under Bye-law 86A, the Board may 
require the members to submit separate balance- 
sheets in respect of their transactions in hedge 
contracts for any delivery or deliveries." 

II. After Byc-law 86, the following shall be added as 
Bye-law 8 6 A, namely 

“86A. (i) The Board may from time to time, in any 
case, where in its opinion it is expedient so to 
do, by a resolution passed by a simple majority 
and concurred in by the Forward Markets Com- 
mission withhold for a specified period or until 
further notice, the outward payment of differ- 
ences, in respect of transactions in hedge con- 
tracts for any delivery or deliveries, to those 
members whose balance-sheets in that delivery 
or deliveries sent in accordance with Bye-law 
86, show a credit balance. 

(ii) The powers specified in clause (i) may be 
exercised by the Forward Markets Commission 
in any case, where in the opinion of the Com- 
mission, it is expedient so to do." 

III. In Bye-law 152, 

(1) in clause (i), 

(a) in the first sentence, after the abbreviation and 
figures “Rs. 20”, the words “per delivery order” 
shall be inserted* 

(b) in sub-clause (A), for the abbreviations and 
figures “Rs. 5” and "Rs. 10”, the words “Rupees 
four 1 ’ and “Rupees twelve” respectively, shall be 
substituted, and 

(c) in sub-clause (B), for the abbreviations, words 
and figures “Rs. 3”, “Rs. 6” and “Rs. eight”, the 
words “Rupees two”, “Rupees four” and “Rupees 
twelve” respectively, shall be substituted; and 

(2) in clause (ii), 

(a) in the first sentence, after the abbreviation and 
figure “Rs, 10”, the words “per delivery order" 
shall be inserted,, and 
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( b ) in the second sentence, for the abbreviations 
and figures and words “Rs, 5 to the surveyor 
and Rs, 5”, the words “Rupees four to the 
surveyor and Rupees six” shall be substituted. 

IV. After Bye-law 243, the following Bye-law shall be 
inserted as Bye-Jaw 243A, namely 

“243 A. Vigilance Committee : 

(a) The Board shall, every year as soon as it is 
constituted appoint a Vigilance Committee of 
not more than 3 persons from among the Direc- 
tors and/or members. 

(b) The Forward Markets Commission shall, how- 
ever, have power to appoint, at any time or 
from time to time, not more than two persons, 
to he members of the said Vigilance Committee, 
in addition to the members appointed under 
clause (a). 

(c) The Vigilance Committee shall. have power to 
investigate into and report on the violations of 
any provisions of the Bye-laws or of rules, regu- 
lations, orders or instructions issued thereunder, 
or under the Forward Contracts (Regulation) 
Act, 1952 or on such other matters of a like 
nature as may be entrusted to it by the Board 
either on its own initiative or on receipt of 
complaints of such violations. The Committee 
shall, at least once in every three months or 
oftener if necessary, send a report to the Board 
about the work done by it.” 

V. In Bye-law 311, 

( 1) in clause (a), 

(i) in the second sentence, for the abbreviations 
and figures “Rs. 4” and "Rs. 3”, the words 
“Rupees six” and “Rupees two” respectively, 
shall be substituted, and 

(ii) in the third sentence, for the abbreviations, 
figures and words "Rs. 3”, “Rs. 7”, “Rs. 2" 
and "Rs. 3 to the umpire”, the words “Rupees 
six”, “Rupees four”, "Rupee one” and "Rupees 
two to the umpire” respectively, shall be substi- 
tuted; and 

(2) in clause (b), in the second sentence, for the 
abbreviations and figures “Rs. 2” and “Rs. 3”, the words 

“Rupees three” and “Rupees two” respectively, shall be 
substituted. 

VI. Bye-law 323A shall be deleted. 

VII. In Bye-law 328, for the figure "243", the figure 
and word “243A” shall be substituted.
